WORKING SESSIONS IN CALI, OCTOBER 16-27. FYI. COMMISSION 
WILL THEN PRESUMABLY CONSIDER SITUATION. DR. REQUE HAS 
NOT DECIDED WHEN HE WILL GO TO COLOMBIA, POSSIBLY MIDDLE 
OF NEXT WEEK. END FYI. REQUE WILL BE STAYING IN HOTEL 
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CARRERA. EMBASSY IN ITS DISCRETION MAY WISH TO CONTACT 
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REQUE AND KEEP DEPARTMENT APPRISED OF HIS PROGRESS. REQUE 
AWARE DEPARTMENT AND EMBASSY INTEREST.
